Usage requires it; tbrae ex- 


President's -wiTes— Mrs. Polk, Mrs. 
Tyler, and Mrs. Garfield — are drawing 
the sums amount yearly; if any man'* 
widow is entitled to a pension it is lire. 
Grant. 


It is gratifying to learn that the sale of 


Grant's book will almost to a certainty 
relieve the Grant family from auy risk 
of want. There •will be enough money 
realized, we are told, to support all the 
children after the death of Mrs. Grant, 
and judgrng from the evidences which 
the sons have given of inaptitude for 
business, the result may be regarded as 
a matter of congratulation. A son of 
General Grant's in extreme poverty 
would be a melancholy spectucte, and 
-one that would make every American 
blush for ehame. 


Tlie Oraut Monument JFiinU. 


The New York Herald thinks the 


Grant Monument Committee ought by 
this time to be convinced of the futility 
of its plan. The committee organized 
itself and^advertised at th e instance of 
A. B. Cornell for $1,000,000. 
They 


tiave raised, in four months, a "little 
over $100,000. Only a minority of the 
committee have subscribed. The half- 
•dozon principal managers who got up 
the committee and put Ihe five hundred 
names on th« list ask for n greater de- 
gree of confidence ia their discretion 
than the public, or even a owjority of 
their own associates, are willing to ac- 
cord. The request for $1,000,000 to be 
contributed, for them to spend on any 
kind of monument they see fit, it is 
clear to everybody but themselves, the 
p«ople at large pronounce unreasonable. 


Tit* Battla for Silver. 


A Washington special apparently con- 


firms the report that Treasurer Jordan 
favors the suspension of $1, $2 and $5, 
legal tenders, ^eo as to force silver 
into circulation. Ha believea if the 
banks learu that silver dollars are in 
this way'for cod into circulation they can 
get rid of ,thia inconvenient form of 
money by depositing silver dollars to 
secure circulation and upon them issue 
a circulation of smalt notes. If that 
can be done the great problem of what 
to do with silver dollars would be solv- 
ed. He does not think the bankers 
would voluntarily accede tu such a 
proposition, but if legal tenders below 
$10 were, legislated, out of use he be- 
lieves they would promptly accept the 
situation. 


B. J. Shay, who was shot' by J. C. 


Brown in the Nevada Restaurant, San 
Francisco, on the 23d of October last 
while taking dinner with Brown's wife, 
died Tuesday morning. A charge of mur- 
der was placed against Brown in the 
prison register. 
Brown, has been in 


prison since the shooting. Shay left a 
deposition, ia which he relates the cir- 
cmnstauaes of the crime stating that the 
cnuae was kuovrn to the clergyman, who 
attended him in his last momenta. 


A Borne dispatch says the College of 


the Propaganda announces that up to 
'.November 1st, in the vicariata of Cochin 
China, 9 missionaries, 7 native priests, 
60 catechists, 270 members of religious 
orders, and 24,000 Christians were inus- 
saored, 200 parishes, 17 orphan asy- 
lums and 10 convents were destroyed, 
and 225 churches were burned.

Plot 10 Steal «ho n«matns or Van- 


derbllt. 


YOBK, Dec. 14th.—Phillip Jle- 


Cartley and Charles Smith were arrested 
this morning for theft. In their rooms 
were found papers and memoranda re- 
ferring to a scheme to rob the Vander- 
bilt tomb at New Dorp. Iron gates to 
the old Moravian Cemetery at N«w 
Dorp, Staten Island, are closed every 
night at si: o'clock, and four of Pinker- 
ton's detectives, armed with heavy navy 
revol vers, take the place of three simi- 
larly armed men who during the after- 
noon have been ou guard at the tomb of 
VVm. H. Vanderbilt. Others are con- 
cealed in bushes around the tomb, while 
the roads on either side of the gate are 
well wntched. During the day the guard 
is less numerous than fit night, but pre- 
cautions are not relaxed. 
To-day two 


sentry boxes were put in position near 
the tomb. Some of the precautions 
taken to prevent violation of the tomb 
arc uiicli that an account of them cannot 
be published. A niche in the vault ill 
which the coffin of the dead millionaire 
ia is connected with an electric alarm, 
and if a tunnel could be driven to the 
tomb, any attempt to remove the body 
or any tampering with the wires of the 
alarm would be made known immedi- 
ately at the headquarters of the detect- 
ives. A registering alarm clock has 
been placed near the gate of the vault, 
and at short intervals a guard is required 
to register his presence nt the tomb. 
No attempt to remove the body is ex- 
pected, in view of the precautions taken 
to prevent it, but the watch over the 
tomb will be maintained in the game 
manner until the mausoleum is finished. 
It will b« almost impossible for any 
number ot grave robbers to carry away 
the body. 


JKacdall'a Victory. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The first day's 


debate on vhe change of rules ended 
with the tide turning for Kendall. At 
the opening of the session it seemed 
that all the members of Congress, with 
the exception of a handful, were against 
the Pennsylvania member. It was said 
that he was the tyrant of the House and 
a great obstructionist. It was said that 
the members of the Appropriations 
Committee* virtually constituted 
the 


House, and it seemed that Bandall 
would be prostrated by a tornado of op- 
position, but after the first hour's de- 
Date yesterday, during which ha did not 
speak ten minutes, the politicians said 
there were signs in the sky of a panic. 
In OU86 there is a stampede, Bandall 
will win, as the rules will not be 
changed. 


It is said that Morrison has made a 


canvass of the Democratic side of the 
House and has found that 100 members 
favor a change of (he rules, while 
•ighty-three oppose any change. Hoi- 
man will oppose any alteration in the 
rules. On the Republican side ex-Gov- 
ernor Long, McKmnoy, of Ohio, and 
Byan will not follow Beed and Hiscock 
in their approval of a change. It now 
looks as though Morrison has a much 
harder fight on hand than it was sup- 
posed at the opening of Congress, and 
it shows what an organizer Kandall is. 
The debate was continued to-day.

A Kemnrkable Biorj— No Further 


Use Kor Hens. 


YORK, December 14— Recently 


the provision dealers in Pa.terson, N. 
J., have had many complaints about 
egga. One dealer had an alleged farmer 
arrested for selling ancient eggs that had 
been treated in some way so as to look 
like fresh eggs. 
Another dealer tried 


some eggs and found that the shells 
were made of plaster of paris, and the 
interior of a chemical mixture. 
Several 


provision dealers say tliere is n factory 
in New York for manufacturing artifi- 
cial egga but others say ^that the eggs 
"limed. "' 


The Tribune this morning tells of a 


scene 
yesterday in a 'back room on 


Broadway, in which a curious invention 
waa shown to provision dealers and mer- 
chants. It says that the invention con- 
sisted of a number of artificial eggs, 
which resemble* the real article so ex- 
actly that" none but an expert could dis- 
tinguish them. The shells were made 
cUar and transparent, and the shape 
was perfectly modeled. 
The portion 


surrounding the yfok are made of albu- 
men and the yolk itself of ground car- 
rot 
and 
saffron. 
Three 
of these 


artificial eggs were placed on on a plat- 
ter by the exhibitor with half a dozen 
real .ones, and the men told to select the 
bogus ones from the collection. 


When each had tried and failed the 


exhibitor said: "Now gentlemen, you 
can test them in another way." 
A fry- 


ing pan was then placed on the stove 
and iu a few minutes it began to simmer. 
Two artificial eggs wore picked up and 
their shells broken and their contents 
dropped into the hot pun, where they 
soon began to simmer and sputter. 
A 


little salt and pepper a brisk two minutes 
stirring with a fork, and as fine a dish 
of scrambled eggs as eould be prepared 
at a restaurant was placed before the ex- 
pectant guests. 
"Help yourselves, gen- 


tlemen; they are as good as the real ar- 
ticle. Nothing poisonous or disagree- 
able about them.1' This invitation was 
complied with at once, and the several 
verdicts were "delicious." "Better than 
the real aiticle." '-What are they made 
of?" "They are not artificial, but fresh 
eggs from the country." "Well, gen- 
tlemen," smilingly responded the ex- 
hibitor, "whether real or artificial I can 
mate any quantity of those eggs at the 
cost of about half a cent apiece, while 
yon cannot buy their equal for less than 
two or three cents.1' 


Qovernmeiit Control of Tcl«jji'a|>!»8, 


The New York Mail aad Express con- 


tains a strong indorsement by Cyrus W. 
Field of Senator Edmund's bill regard- 
ing Government control of the tele- 
graph. He nays: "In nay opinion the 
time has com* when the Government 
should purchase tbc telegraph lines of 
the country. A law bhould be passed 
by Congress making all purchases, so 
that every company should be bound by 
the same principle. Each telegraph com- 
pany should select an arbitrator and th* 
Government choose another. If these 
disagree, they ought to choose a third, 
who should be a man thoroughly ex- 
perienced, and regarded as an expert in 
the business. These arbitrators should 
have power to examine reports and ho- 
counts, so aa to arrive at the actual net 
profits. 


To Compete With 


The Secretary of the Chicago brunch 


ot the International Union waa seen in 
regard to taking cigar-makers to San 
Francisco to compete with coolies. He 
said that about eighty Chicago men had 
signified their wishes to go to San Fran- 
cisco. 
Arrangements bad been made 


with the New York Central and Union 
Pacific roads to taka the men there at 
the rate of $39 each, no matter where 
they take the train. 
Members of the 


Union arc guaranteed from ?8 up for 
mould work, and $12 up for hand work. 
The rates which prevail in Chicago are 
$7 and $8. The necessary funds will 
be advanced by the Union to any on* 
wishing to go and is unable to pay bis 
fare, the money so advanced to be repaid 
by installments of 15 per cent of his 
earnings weekly.
